For Wednesday, Feb. 21 


In accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the Communal Property 
Control Act, a public hearing will 
be held in the Vulcan Lodge Hall 
on Wednesday, Feb. 21, 1962, at 
1:30 p.m., to deal with the appli¬ 
cation by the Miami Hutterian 
Brethren of New Dayton for per¬ 
mission to purchase 6,560 acres of 
land south-west of Vulcan for the 
purpose of establishing a new Hut¬ 
terite colony. Present owner of 
the land is C. W. Loose. 

A committee of five, including 
three farmers and two business¬ 
men, has been appointed to pre¬ 
pare a brief protesting the esta¬ 
blishment of a new^Hutterite col¬ 
ony in this district.. The commit¬ 
tee was appointed at a public 
meeting earfteivthil month, called 
by the Vulcan ^District Board of 
Trade and j(ttende(h by over 140 
interested town ana district resi¬ 
dents. 

Meanwhile, a statement Issued 
by the Communal Property Con¬ 
trol Board at Edmonton, says that 
legislation on Hutterite colonies to 
be considered at the next Legisla¬ 
ture session will be of minor 
nature. No changes in the present 
policy are, apparently, being con¬ 
sidered. 


Homesteaded In 
Armada District, ' 
Evan Hughes Dies 

A pioneer of the Vulcan and 
Armada districts, Evan Hughes of 
Big Rock, Ill., died on Jan. 5, 1962. 
Services and interment were at 

Big Rock. 

Born in 1864 In North Wales, 
Evan Hughes came with his par¬ 
ents to the United States in£1885 
and In 1909 came to Alberta, where 
he worked at a ranch along the 
Little Bow River. In 1910 he mar¬ 
ried Alice James, an Illinois girl, 
and they settled near Nanton In 
the Highland district. A year or 
two later they homesteaded In the 
Armada district and lived there 
until 1938, when they moved baok 
to Chicago. 

In 1955 Mr. Hughes retired and 
with his wife moved to Big Rock, 
m., to spent the last years of his 
life.

Will Take One Year 


Brucellosis Testing 
Program Under W ay’ 


Brucellosis testing began in the 
County of Vulcan early this 
month, according to Dr. C. iH. 
Chapman, sub-district veterinarian 
for the federal health of animals 
division at Lethbridge. 

The testing program, resulting 
from a meeting between Dr. A. 
E. Lewis, district veterinarian for 
the health of.animals divisilon in 
Alberta, and the Agricultural Ser¬ 
vice Board in Vulcan barly last 
fall, is expected to require a year 
■to complete. 

According to Dr. Chapman, all 
owners within the County of Vul¬ 
can, now designated as a brucel¬ 
losis control area must submit 
their cattle to a blood test. These 
tests are carried out on all cattle 
except steers and calves under 
eight months. Official vaccinates 
under three years are exempt at 
the first test of a herd. 

Owners must provide satisfac¬ 
tory testing facilities and assist in¬ 
spectors by assembling the cattle 
and providing whatever additional 
help may be required to carry out 
the test. 

All roads leading into the 
County of Vulcan have been post¬ 


ed, Dr. Chapman said. 

All blood samples are tested at 
the federal laboratory In Leth¬ 
bridge and animals proving posi¬ 
tive to the test will be ordered 
slaughtered. Maximum compensa¬ 
tion paid to owners is $70 for 
commercial cattle and up to $140 
for registered purebred cattle. 

Herds with positive animals are 
quarantined until the herd passes 
a negative re-test. The quarantine, 
however, does not apply to steers 
and calves under eight months. 
When a herd is under quarantine 
an owner may obtain a permit 
from the Health of Animals Divi¬ 
sion to ship an animal for 
slaughter. 

Following the removal of re¬ 
actor cattle, the owner can not 
receive his compensation cheque 
until the premises are completely 
cleaned and then inspected by an 
officer, Dr. Chapman said.

Vulcan's water problem may be 
solved — for about the next ten 
years anyway — as a result of the 
water well drilling program car¬ 
ried on by the firm of Henning & 
Karl at the northern edge of town 
the past few months. 

Of the many wells drilled by the 
firm, six have turned out to be 
producers of "good” water — 
water with a negligible content of 
Glauber’s salts. These six wells to¬ 
gether produce about 65 gallons 
per minute and, added to the 15 
gallons per minute of salts-free 
water from wells now in produc¬ 
tion within the town, will give 
about 80 gallons per minute of 
good water with a relatively low 
Glauber's salts content (less than 
one-third of what is now present 
in town tap water). 

Dr. Rowland of the Foothills 
Health Unit was present at a 
special town council meeting held 
Jan. 10 ,and explained the chemi¬ 
cal analyses of the water from 
the six new wells. Present high 
Glauber’s salts content of town 
water comes from one well in 
town — the largest water-produc¬ 
ing well the town has in opera¬ 
tion. This well will be completely 
cut off as soon as the first two of 
the new wells are tied in to the 
water system. In Dr. Rowland's 
opinion, the town will then have 
water that is chemically good, 
with a very low content of salts. 

The town is planning to start 
work this month on connecting the 
first two of the six new wells to 
the town system and the other 
four wells will be conne cted, two 
at a time, this winter. 

Water rationing for gardens and 
larwns will likely still be in effect 
this coming summer, but next fall, 
under the winter works program, 
the town is planning construction 
of a million-gallon ground reser¬ 
voir to help meet summertime de¬ 
mand over the pumping capacity 
of the wells. 

Also in the offing is concerted 
action by the villages of Carman- 
gay and Champion and the town 
of Vulcan in an effort to have a 
greater flow of water, year-round, 
diverted into the Little Bow River 
so this stream could serve as a

Other Towns Need Water, Too 

It will be good news to" Vulcan residents that in 
a short while the water they get from their taps will 
be of much better quality and that the quantity of 
water available will also show improvement. (See 
front page story for details). 

However, the six new wells that have been found 
to provide good water and the proposed construction 
of a million-gallon storage reservoir cannot be re¬ 
garded as a permanent solution to Vulcan’s water 
problem and is not considered as such by the town 
council, an attitude with which we heartily agree. 

The villages of Champion and Carmangay have 
their water problems, too, and the most practical and 
permanent solution appears to be the diverting of 
water from the Highwood River into the Little Bow 
in sufficient quantity to provide a year-round supply 
of water for the communities within pipeline distance 
of the latter stream. That Vulcan should join with 
the two smaller towns to the south in making repre¬ 
sentations to the Water Resources Board is only 
right, for the" time will come when Vulcan, too, will 
need another source of water. 

There are certainly many problems to be over¬ 
come, the inertia of a government booty such as the 
Water Resources Board being one of the greatest, 
and success can only be hoped for as the result of con¬ 
certed and strong representations by the three com¬ 
munities.
